He has previously been 
awarded two Bronze Medals for buildings in London, 
and only last week was awarded a gold medal by the 
Worshipful Company of Tylers and Bricklayers for the 
best brick building erected in London within the last 
three years. Congratulations, sir. A particularly Happy 
Christmas. 

I am told that Easton and Robertson met in the first 
war. Easton, having been wounded and speaking French, 
was working for Stanley Hamp at Le Touquet. Robert- 
son, working for the American Red Cross, was also there.

R.M.S. ORSOVA 

The latest ship of the Orient Line is, strictly speaking, 
I suppose, no longer news, for she has just left on her third 
voyage to Australia. She sailed on her maiden voyage on 
March 17 this year. She is the seventh of her line to 
have her interior designed by Mr. Brian (R.M.S.) O’Rorke. 
On this occasion he was assisted by Mr. John Wright, who 
designed some of the rooms, and a host of our best-known 
artists. 

One of the few good things which came out of the recent 
dock strike was that a dinner given by the managers to 
some 60 members of the Design and Industries Association 
and originally arranged on board the Oronsay, had to be 
postponed until last week when the ship in port was the 
Orsova, the loveliest of them all. 

Owing to dense traffic and the exceedingly poor lights 
provided on the very beautifully designed London Trans- 
port coaches which took us to Tilbury, we were late in 
arriving and guides told off to take us round the ship had 
left for their last night at home. We dined sumptuously 
with Sir Colin Anderson, Chairman of the Royal College 
of Art and Past President of the D.LA., one of the 
directors of the company, as our host. He was supported 
by the captain of the ship, and Mr. H. F. Jackson, the 
advertising manager. After dinner these three acted as 
our guides on a tour of the ship. 

The interior has been fully described before and I will 
only say that its effect was one of great well-being that 
removed any wish to criticize or examine things with a 
critical eye. I found myself accepting the furnishings and

Haakon, we've got a job to do.” 
decoration as delightful, and allowed myself to agree with 
every idea, contrast and colour which the designers had 
used. Doubtless one is less critical after a good dinner. 
It seemed to me that the Orsova deserves unstinted praise 
in the same way that the large majority of ship interiors 
deserve unstinted criticism. 

The Orsova differs from others ships in a great number 
of ways. To begin with she is welded throughout and was 
to a large extent prefabricated and assembled, rather than 
built. Her hull is gracefully curved but her upper works 
are uncompromisingly square. She has no mast, her wire- 
less aerials being rigged to her battered, stove pipe capped 
funnel. Her navigating bridge is beneath the funnel, 
almost amidships. 

Since the Orion was built in the middle Thirties the 
Orient Line has followed the O’Rorke line and “ contem- 
porary” design is now automatically accepted by the 
managers as the only acceptable type of interior. With Sir 
Colin Anderson among them the managers need have no 
worries about the carrying out of this policy, but how wise 
they have been to follow it, for “ Orient” is surely the first 
name you think of in ship design. 

Naturally I asked how the crew liked it. I was told that 
they thought it was wonderful. Indeed, many of them 
could be seen entertaining guests in the public rooms with 
obvious pride. On “sailing night” there is a party and 
once a year each member of the crew may invite a guest 
to dinner. On “sailing night,” too, all the directors of 
the Line sleep on board and inspect the ship before she 
leaves. 

I also asked how passengers, particularly Australians, 
liked it. I was told that they were very conscious that the 
design was very good and it gave them a lift to think they 
had travelled in ships so famous and so much pleasanter 
than most. 

The Orient Line believes in letting its passengers know 
all about its ships and each receives a well-written booklet 
describing the ship and giving reasons for the way in which 
it is designed. A supplementary list gives the names of 
the painters of the various murals and pictures which are 
to be found throughout the ship. 

My only regret was that I had not seen the ship in 
tropical daylight because endless care has been taken in 
design and layout to make the hottest days bearable. The 
Orient Line, however, did its best to soothe my regrets by 
arranging for literature on its current cruising programme 
to be waiting for me at home. One up to Mr. Jackson.

ANY who have never been served from a coke 

grill cannot see the “ point” of the thing nor 
understand why food cooked over the fire should 
taste different from that “ done ” on the gas stove. 

The explanation is simply that the flame tempera- 
ture of the coke fire is so much higher than that of 
the gas or electric cooker and that it is this factor 
which imparts to the food its special savour. 

Now that continuous-burning fires are in general 
use a coke grill is easily rigged up at home with three 
bricks, a shelf from the gas or electric cooker and the 
wire-mesh toaster from the same. 

The illustration shows the oven shelf supported 
over the fire on two bricks resting on the trivet while 
another brick “‘ sandwiches ” one end of the shelf. 
Across the oven shelf at right angles is placed the 
wire-mesh toaster. 

Essentials are: a red-hot coke fire—glowing, not 
dull—and a pair of clean tongs for handling the food. 
Some practice with this grill leads to the supposition 
that B.S.1251: 1945, which controls the height of the 
fireplace opening, must have been based on the pre- 
war sunk fire or on a low (3in) stool bottom grate. 
With a B.S. opening 24in high and an 8in-high 
continuous burning fire only 16in of radiating 
fireback is available. 

A revision of the B.S. should provide for an 
opening of 32in for use with the new inset fires. 
The full pre-war radiating height of 24in would then 
be used. 

The side-oven combination grate is now restricted 
in favour to the north of England. This may be due

of the Open Fire in Domestic Cooking 
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as much to the height at which the grate is built in 
(where the cooking component operates at floor level) 
as to the milder climate of the south. 

At the same time it can be seen from C.U. 
List No. 9 that the side-oven combination grate has 
barely advanced in 15 years, apart from vitreous 
enamelling and the fitting of continuous-burning 


fires. 
ovens. 

There used to be an old-style cooking range 
popular in Yorkshire—fine cast and blacked, bright 
steel hinges—which was built in at waist height. 
No bending double to the oven or hot plate ! 

If modern ideas were applied to the side-oven 
combination grate together with waist-high operation, 
then the “ mediaeval” open-fire cooking could be 
reinstated with a gain to British fare. 

The flavour of food cooked on the open fire is so 
delicious to require no addition in the way of kitchen 
garden produce; so “ meat and bread ” comes into its 
own again. Indeed, dry bread improves the flavour of 
open-fire grilled meat.

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LAW REPORT 


IS HONOUR Judge G. Kirkhouse 

Jenkins, Q.C., gave his judgment 
at Bath County Court on Thursday 
(December 9) in a case the evidence in 
which had been heard at Chippenham 
in October in which a firm of architects 
sued a client for payment for profes- 
sional services. 

Edwards and Webster, Architects 
(P. W. Edwards, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.L., 
and D. A. S. Webster, M.A., A.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I.), St. Mary Street, Chippen- 
ham, and Devizes, claimed £52 10s from 
J. P. Coley, of “Pin Farthings,” Pew 
Hill, Chippenham, for services in con- 
nection with the preparation of plans 
and specifications for a house. Evidence 
given at the earlier hearing was that 
after having prepared plans and speci- 
fications and invited tenders, plaintiffs 
terminated their agreement with the 
defendant. It was claimed that defen- 
dant made substantial use of the plans 
and specifications in the preparation of 
further plans. 

Mr. R. A. C. Forrester (Messrs. For- 
rester and Forrester, Chippenham) was 
for the plaintiffs, and Mr. G. E. Forrest, 
barrister (instructed by Messrs. A. C. 
Dann and Son, Chippenham) for the 
defence. 


For the Client 


In his address, Mr. Forrest said the 
issues the Judge had to try were simple. 
Were the plaintiffs justified in refusing 
to go on with the work they had pro- 
mised to do? If they were justified, 
he said at once defendant must pay 
something. If they were not justified, 
then defendant was entitled to judg- 
ment, and could in fact have entered a 
counter-claim, which at one time he 
was instructed to do. It seemed to him 
it did not matter what type of contract 
this was: the sole question was, had 
there been a breach? It was not until 
January 22 that there was the first hint 
of trouble. Tenders had been sent out, 
although his client had not seen them, 
on January 10, and obviously the archi- 
tects were treating the matter as final. 
They invited defendant to raise ques- 
tions on plans he had not seen in their 
final stage. The reply with 36 items 
upset Mr. Edwards, who wrote: “It 
has become obvious to us you prefer 
to be your own architect. We therefore 
wish to terminate our agreement to act 
as your architect, and will send the ten- 
ders to you on receipt of them.” That 
was a plain breach of contract. Plain- 
tiffs were employed to carry out all the 
normal duties in connection with the 
building of a house, including super- 
vision of the construction work. In 
cross-examination, Mr. Edwards did 
not like being questioned, and accord- 
ing to Mr. Webster defendant took a 
greater interest than the normal in the 
plans. What was wrong with that? It 
was his house. Plaintiffs had to show 
he took matters out of their hands, 
making it impossible for them, as self- 
respecting architects, to carry on. Four 


of these items had been discussed with 
Mr. Edwards: others were later incor- 
porated in the revised plan that Mr. 
Edwards sent out. Whether the points 
were good or bad was, in his submis- 
sion, quite irrelevant. Even if some of 
the points were quite impracticable, the 
duty of the architect was to explain it 
to the defendant, and not to throw the 
contract up. In the correspondence 
regarding the points, defendant wrote : 
“T think,” “I would prefer,” “If pos- 
sible.” That was not the attitude of a 
man who was saying “I am taking the 
matter out of your hands.” He sug- 
gested that the plaintiffs entirely mis- 
understood the position of the defen- 
dant. It was not obvious at all that 
defendant “ wished to assume the duties 
of architect,” either from the corre- 
spondence or in any other way. There 
was no reason at all for plaintiffs taking 
up the attitude they did. At this time 
private building was increasing on a 
large scale, and as Mr. Edwards frankly 
admitted the plaintiffs were very busy. 
They might be wishing to get clients 
who were slightly more amenable, and 
not asking for so much detail as Mr. 
Coley was. Here was a client who was 
certainly a litthe more informed than 
the average. Perhaps the architect with 
a large practice did not like being chal- 
lenged on details. Surely Mr. Coley 
was entitled to be informed about these 
details, and that was all he said. With 
Mr. Edwards very busy, used to sub- 
mitting plans which were accepted in 
their entirety, they had a background 
of a man wishing to get rid of a client 
who wished to go more closely into 
detail than was usual. He said there 
was absolutely nothing to justify Mr. 
Edwards in abandoning this contract. 
It had never been denied by Mr. Coley 
that in preparing his subsequent plan 
reference was made to the plan of the 
plaintiffs. There was a difference of 
opinion on the extent of that use, but 
a breach of copyright was not sug- 
gested, and was not a matter that was 
before the Court. Use of the plans was 
irrelevant in that case, because that 
would not have arisen but for the 
earlier breach. 


For the Architects 


Mr. Forrester said he put the matter 
in a somewhat different way. In his 
submission this was a personal service 
contract, and contracts of that kind in- 
volved trust and confidence and per- 
sonal relationship between the parties. 
It could be terminated at any time by 
either party. Then he submitted that 
this was a divisible contract, and that 
the right of payment arose when the 
contract was partially performed. Deal- 
ing with the facts, Mr. Forrester said 
the reply to plaintiffs’ letter “We wish 
to terminate our agreement” was “I 
agree to your proposal to terminate.” 
They knew that considerable use was 
made by the defendant of the plans and 
specifications and other documents 
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: BREACH OF CONTRACT 


prepared by the plaintiffs. He sub- 
mitted the contract was terminated by 
mutual agreement, and that the con- 
tract having been so terminated, plain- 
tiffs were entitled to payment for their 
services to that time. Defendant derived 
substantial advantage from the work 
done by the plaintiffs, and should pay 
for it. 

The Judge intimated he would rise 
for five minutes and added: “I have 
made up my mind. It will give you the 
opportunity to meet, and you will be 
very foolish indeed if you do not 
arrange matters.” 

Giving judgment the Judge said: 
Plaintiffs are architects carrying on 
business at Chippenham and in the 
Northern part of Wiltshire. They have 
a large practice, and are professional 
persons of considerable repute. De- 
fendant is a Bachelor of Science who 
knows a fair amount of building and 
matters relating to the construction of 
a house, plans, specifications and so on. 
In the autumn of 1951 plaintiffs were 
instructed to build the house which has 
been referred to in these proceedings. 
Defendant himself had prepared some 
rough sketch which plaintiffs improved 
upon and drew up the plans. On Janu- 
ary 10, 1952, plaintiffs wrote to 
detendant sending a plan and asking 
for observations, also saying tenders 
had been sent to cight builders. In 
reply defendant sent the plaintiffs a 
document which has been referred to 
as containing 36 points, and his conduct 
in that has been criticized. He was 
the building owner. It was out of his 
pocket that the moneys were being pro- 
duced to pay not only for this house 
but for the plantiffs’ services. I am 
bound to say these comments are 
reasonable. I cannot understand why 
plaintiffs should take umbrage because 
the man who has to find the money 
should criticize, suggest and amend 
modifications which were being made 
for the construction of a house for his 
occupation, and for his satisfaction. 
The effect of sending in these com- 
ments was not very pleasant. The 
terms of the comments are quite 
reasonable, but on receipt of these 
comments plaintiff wrote a letter which 
is important, and which I think ter- 
minated the contractual relationships 
of the plaintiffs and the defendant. 
They write “It has become obvious 
to us that vou prefer to be your own 
architect and supervise the work. We, 
therefore, wish to terminate our agree- 
ment to act as your architects. We 
will send on the sealed tenders on 
receipt of them so that you may deal 
with them. We will forward an account 
to you for services rendered in due 
course.” If that is not a termination 
of an existing contract the English 
language has ceased to have any 
meaning. 

Therefore I am concerned with the 
justification for bringing the contract 
to an end. I am of opinion there was

no justification, but justification or not, 
it terminated the contractual relation- 
ship between the parties. That was 
the only contract into which the parties 
entered. That being so, the question 
arises: What were the rights of the 
parties after the termination of the 
contract? It has been contended before 
me that this was a divisible contract 
In my opinion it was not so. It was 
essentially a contract in which the ser- 
vices of supervision of the building 
continued in accordance with the plans 
and specifications. 

In my view the real explanation of 
this matter arises from the fact that the 
plaintiffs’ partner, Mr. Edwards, and 
the defendant could not get on together. 
Plaintiff was standing upon his profes- 
sional dignity; was not receptive of 
any suggestions of any kind. Defend- 
ant was, perhaps somewhat tactless. 
He was a busy-body. I can envisage 
him on the site of that house, every 
day, every hour that he could spare 
during the construction of the house 
itself. But the fact that plaintiff and 
defendant were not people who could 
co-operate in a task of this kind is no 
justification for bringing the contrac- 
tual relationship to an end. Where a 
contract of this kind comes to an end 
and no fresh contract is substituted, 
the parties cannot recover any sum in 
respect of the contract that has been 
terminated. Accordingly I am _ of 
opinion that here the plaintiffs in fact 
terminated the original contract, and 
they cannot recover any sum. 

It was contended that plaintiffs 
would be entitled to recover moneys 
in respect of the use which defendant 
made of the plans and specifications 
which had been prepared by the plain- 
tiffs. It is beyond contest that defend- 
ant used these plans and specifications 
for the purpose of drawing up other 
documents which could be used in the 
building of this house. In my view 
that was a dishonest procedure. He 
had no right whatever to steal the 
work of the plaintiffs in order to do this. 
His proper course should have been to 
return to the plaintiffs all their docu- 
ments, and, if he required them, to 
prepare new documents for submission 
to the appropriate authorities. The 
question therefore arises: what rights, 
if any, have the plaintiffs got against 
the defendant in regard to these docu- 
ments. Any right which he acquires 
must be a right established by some 
sort of contractual relationship. He 
cannot succeed on any other footing. 
Was there any contract between the 
defendant and the plaintiff whereby 
the defendant should pay for the use 
he made of the plaintiff's documents? 
Certainly, as has been admitted, there 
was no express contract. Can it be 
said there was a contract by imputation, 
based upon the fact that defendant 
made use of the documents? In my 


opinion, no, and I regret it very much. 
I wish it had been possible for me to 
say it was open for this Court to accept 
that a sum should be paid to the plain- 
tiffs in respect of the use which defend- 
ant made of these documents. 


If the

defendant had a spark of honour left 
in him, he will see that the plaintiff 
will receive something in respect of 
these plans, nothwithstanding the fact 
that the Court has decided in his 
favour. In these circumstances there 
must be judgment for the defendant. 

Mr. Forrest said an offer was made 
a long time ago, and originally accepted 
but then plaintiffs changed their mind. 

When the Judge asked if that offer 
would be renewed Mr. Forrest replied 
in the affirmative, and after consultation 
with Mr. Forrester i* ./as announced 
that £20 had been accepted. 

Costs were allowed on Scale B.

lower. He could hear the drip-drip from the barrel of 
Guinness in the next room. 

It became clear that two building techniques existed: 
the first the stones in the field were collected, cast in situ 
into a rudimentary concrete on a foundation wall of dry 
rocks: the roof was slated and the gables were carried 
up into a coping which gripped the slate verge against 
the wind. Sash windows with or without counter- 
weights left one with the impression that one would 
know where one was when the gale dicd—usually, of 
course, with one’s fingers pinned under the top sash— 
but at least with the window in one’s possession. 

The other type was built of concrete blocks with a 
hipped slate roof, the ridge and hips pink or red: windows 
were standard steel with horizontal panes and they and 
the doors were always painted pillar-box red, to dis- 
tinguish them, of course, from the pillar boxes, which are 
invariably green. 

Everything about the first seemed as nice as everything 
about the second was nasty and the basic cottage plan of a 
central kitchen about 16ft square with two smaller 
rooms off each end fitted it like a glove from the familiarity 
of centuries. Besides, Henry Mullin would not have 
much supervision and it seemed wiser and more practic- 
able to leave the laws of heredity, rather than a clerk of 
works, to look after him.

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Next morning as the Architect was driven along 
Lough Corrib between the setting moon and the rising 
sun, and the donkeys sleepily shuffled off the road ahead, 
he sharpened his pencils for the coming task, determined 
on some slight supervision when the job had started. 

The only departures from the traditional plan were the 
division of one of the smaller rooms into a working 
kitchen and bathroom, the provision of a lean-to porch 
to catch the elusive sun and a large picture window 
towards the sea. The first of these variations was of 
great importance at parties as the barrel of Guinness 
was placed in front of the bathroom door, so forming a 
convenient bar complete with sink and at the same time 
preserving the sanctity of the bathroom. 

Site Progress 

When the Architec aid his next visit it was for three 
weeks, with a site meeting nearly every day. Once 
started, progress had been splendid and, with Paddy Kane 
to help, the rafters were going on. The chimney was 
much bigger than on the drawing, but Henry Mullin 
said it was right it should be like that and of course it was. 
It was clear, too, that a clerk of works would never have 
told him that. It was a happy job and the first perhaps 
when the builder thought the Architect the top of the 
milk: the quarter-scale drawing, with at least two dozen 
dimensions and an elevation of every side of the building, 
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caused a sensation, even though no zippertone was 
available for stones gathered out of the fields: it was 
followed meticulously, except for the chimney—and the 
gas circulator flue, which wasn’t Henry Mullin at all but 
the plumbers from Clifden. 

The only other difficulty over the job was the Sunday 
afternoon the contractor took the Architect’s wife out 
in his side-car: they would “ stop off”’ he said after they 
got outside the three-mile limit. It seemed that the 
R.I.B.A. form of contract might need revision and a 
letter to the Chairman of the Practice Standing Committee 
was drafted before lunch, but the rain blotted out the 
Seven Pins and Diamond Mountain and the islands, 
which must have damped the drive and Henry Mullin 
did defend her honour against an Irishman from London 
when they stopped off at Tully Cross, and so the lettcr 
was never posted. 

Services 


An open peat fire was provided in the central kitchen, 
but in addition a Calor gas circulator heats the water, 
which comes out of the taps the colour of peat and cow 
dung mixed ; although which in fact it is, is still not clear, 
as the presence of both at the nodal point of the supply 
makes analysis difficult. 

There is also a Calor gas lighting point in almost every 
room which cast unearthly gleams into the lamp and 
moonlit nights. 

Costs 


The cost of the cottage was tantalizingly low, working 
out at 26s per sq ft and that with rooms 10ft and 9ft 
high. It was the high productivity of the two-man team, 
that did it, working with enthusiasm from dark to dark: 
when the Architect’s jaundiced eye blinked above the 
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window-sill after everyone had been dancing sets and 
reels till 3 o’clock, there they were high among the 
rafters sure footed and quick hammered, and he turned 
wanly away to watch the porpoises playing among the 
rocks and the seaweed. 

The cost given does not include subsidiary expenses 
incurred during negotiations. It would be reasonable 
to double it to arrive at an overall figure. 


Performance Standards and Client Reaction 

The cottage has been a success, though the water 
supply has given a little trouble: if the cows drink too 
quickly in the rock sump there is a shortage which some- 
times embarrasses the cleaner members of the family. 

The thermostat of the circulator is temperamental: it 
is hardly likely that anyone will put it right. 

It was after the last party in August, 1953, that the floor 
was noticed. It was a bigger party than usual and some- 
how there’d been a third barrel of Guinness, which 
nobody could account for. There had been a bit of 
trouble, too, between the O’Malleys and the Kanes, 
which couldn’t have done it any good: it was an old feud 
that everyone thought had died down, something to do 
with the Spanish Armada. Anyway it was Henry Mullin 
who noticed it first and he said that Ais floors stood up 
to generations of half sets and reels and tomios and 
stacks of barley and it would take more than a mixture of 
Spanish and Irish blood to take the surface off one of his 
floors. The cement must have been a bit off he said and 
re-lay it he said he would. When he did re-lay it it 


should have had engraved in it an inscription to the 


builder with built-in contract documents and Paddy his 
mate as well.

Doctor and nurses rooms have 
spacious waiting rooms and terraces in an arrangement which allows 
maximum natural ventilation.

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HE Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1954, is to come into opera- 
tion on New Year’s Day. The Minister 
of Housing and Local Government 
informed the House of Commons on 
December 6 that he had made an order 
appointing January 1 as the date of 
commencement of the Act. He has also 
made and laid before Parliament regu- 
lations prescribing the way in which 
applications may be made for the 
various kinds of payment authorized by 
the Act. Applications can be made 
from January 1 onwards. 

The regulations laid to-day are in two 
separate Statutory Instruments : — 


(a) The Central Land Board Pay- 
ments Regulations, 1954 (S.I. 1954 
No. 1599) which set out the proce- 
dure for applying to the Central 
Land Board for payments on account 
of past events other than planning 
restrictions. 


(b) The Town and Country Plan- 
ning (Compensation) Regulations, 
1954 (S.1. 1954 No. 1600), which set 
out how compensation may be 
claimed from the Minister in respect 
of planning restrictions. 


Copies of both Instruments are on sale 
at H.M. Stationery Office. 


Forms of application for payment 
(which will be on simple lines) will be 
available shortly. An announcement 
will be made as soon as the forms are 
ready, and the public will be told where 
they can be got. Information about the 
main points in the Act will also be given 
in a booklet which will be published 
when the Act comes into force. 


Effect of the Act 


The Act is founded on the claims for 
loss of development value which were 
established by owners of land on the 
£300 million fund under the Town and 
Country Planning Act of 1947. There 
are two main classes of payment: — 


(a) Those to be made on account 
of events which have happened 
between the passing of the Act of 
1947 (August 6, 1947) and January 1, 
1955; and 

(b) Those to be made on account 
of events which take place on or after 
January 1, 1955. 


(a) Payments 
Events: 


Compensation will be paid by the 
Minister of Housing arid Local Govern- 
ment to persons who hold claims estab- 
lished on the £300 million fund relating 
to land owned by them which has been 
the subject of certain kinds of planning 
restriction imposed under the Act of 
1947 (e.g., refusal of permission to build 
on good agricultural land or on land in 
a green belt). 

Payments will be made by the Cen- 
tral Land Board to people holding 
established claims who have in a variety 
of other ways been affected adversely 


on Account of Past 


by the provisions of the 1947 Act. The 
main types of payment will be to: — 


(i) Claim holders who paid develop- 
ment charge on land to which the 
claim relates. 


(ii) Claim holders who sold land 
privately at a price which did not 
include the full development value, 
as measured by the amount of the 
claim, before November 18, 1952, 
when 


development charge was 
abolished. 
(iii) Claim holders who sold 


“claim” land to a public authority 
at its existing use value. 


(iv) Claim holders who bought 
their claims without the land to 
which they relate before November 
18, 1952. 

This is not an exhaustive list, but it 
covers the four main types of case with 
which the Central Land Board will 
deal. People who do not hold estab- 
lished claims cannot benefit unless they 
bought land at a price above existing 
use value from a person who retained 
the claim, and the land has since been 
bought ut its existing use value by a 
public authority, or the development 
of it was the subject of a development 
charge. 

Applications for Payment.—People 
to whom payment on account of past 
events is due should watch for the 
announcement about the forms on 
which payment can be claimed. Forms 
will be available before Christmas and 
can be sent to the Ministry or to the 
Central Land Board as the case may 
be at the beginning of January. 


(b) Payments on Account of Future 
Events: 


Only two kinds of events are in ques- 
tion: the imposition of planning 
restrictions and the acquisition of the 
land by a public authority possessing 
compulsory purchase powers. 
Imposition of Planning Restrictions 

Land for which a claim was estab- 
lished is spoken of in the Act as having 
an “unexpended balance of established 
development value” if any payments to 
be made by the Minister and the Board 
for past events do not use up the whole 
amount of the claim. This “unex- 
pended balance” is the basis on which 
payments of compensation for future 
loss of development value will be made; 
the balance will be reduced or extin- 
guished as payments are made and as 
development of the land is carried out. 

Any owner of land which has an un- 
expended balance who is refused per- 
mission to develop his land by the local 
planning authority, or who has a 
damaging condition attached to permis- 
sion, may either appeal to the Minister 
(as he can now) or claim compensation, 
if due, from the Minister. Where he 
appeals and the appeal fails compensa- 
tion may then be claimed. 

Local authorities will supply a form 
on which the claim for compensation 
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New Planning Act Procedure 


can be made when they give a planning 
decision which may give rise to a claim. 

As in the case of past planning 
restrictions, there will be no compen- 
sation for certain kinds of future restric- 
tions. These types of restriction will 
be described in the booklet to be issued 
shortly. 


Compensation Payable when Land is 
Compulsorily Acquired 

The compensation to be paid by a 
public authority for land which is 
acquired in future will be the value of 
the land on the assumption that it is 
restricted to its existing use (as under 
the Act of 1947) plus the “ unexpended 
balance.” This will apply to any land 
bought in pursuance of a notice to treat 
served on or after January 1, 1955, or 
bought by agreement on or after that 
date by a public authority possessing 
compulsory purchase powers. 

The Act contains a special provision 
that where no claim was established 
but one could have been established if 
made at the proper time, there is (save 
in exceptional circumstances) to be 
added to the compensation payable on 
the basis of existing use a supple- 
mentary amount corresponding to the 
unexpended balance which would have 
been available if a claim had been 
made. The acquiring authority will be 
advised by the District Valuer of the 
amount payable on this account, if any, 
and will in appropriate cases include 
it in the price which they offer to the 
person whose land they want to buy. 
The owner will be told how the price 
offered is made up, and will have an 
opportunity of discussing with the Dis- 
trict Valuer the amount proposed by 
way of supplement. 


Protection of Prospective Purchasers 


The Act also contains a special pro- 
vision for the protection of people who 
are thinking of buying land for early 
development and have already obtained 
planning permission. They can ask the 
local authority whether they know of 
any proposal for the acquisition of the 
land by any public authority before 
they complete the purchase. If they 
are told that no such proposal is known, 
and on the strength of this within three 
months they buy or contract to buy 
the land, any public authority which in 
fact buys the land within five years 
will have to pay the market value of 
the land with the benefit of any per- 
mission for development of the land 
which was in existence at the date when 
the enquiry was made even though the 
development has not yet been carried 
out. By this means a prospective pur- 
chaser will be able to protect himself 
against being bought out at the “con- 
trolled price” before he carries out his 
development. 

These special provisions will be ex- 
plained as fully as possible to local 
authorities and to the public in the 
booklet and circulars to be issued in the 
next few weeks,
